The pollee on the trucks re­ 
turned the fire and two of the rioter* 
were shot. Others were wounded and 
hurried away by friend*.

policemen were struck and painfully 
hurt by the bricks thrown from the 
nearby roofs.

Considering the value which attaches 
to the grow iug of legumes a* a means 
of restoring soil fertility much prac­ 
tical Interest will attach to circular No. 
d3 Issued by the bureau of plant Indus­ 
try 
ai 
Washington 
under the title 
"Method* of Legume Inoculation.” 
In 
till* brief pamphlet are discussed the 
two method* which are at present fol­ 
lowed iii -oil Inoculation preparatory 
to the growing of leguminous crops. 
There is (shuted out Hie fact—conclu­ 
sively demonstrated In this and foreign 
countries -Hiat each sjiecles of legume 
may l*e inoculated more successfully 
by ti*lng Hie bacteria Isolated from 
that sissies than those isola'ed from 
some other sissies. 
The two method* 
of inoculation ere by transfer of soil 
from un established field of tile legume 
which one intends lo grow and by the 
use of pure nitrogeu fixing cultures. 
In the former case from 'JOO to 300 
pounds of soil from a healthy old field 
of the same crop or a thrifty new field 
are mixed with several times Its weight 
of ordinary soil and the mixture drilled 
or broadcasted on the laud to be low 
ed to Hie legume, 
lf broadcasted the 
field should ta* harrowed Immediately, 
aud, if |H»ssihle. this should he done to­ 
ward evening or <«ti a cloudy day. as 
sunshine is very harmful to the bac­ 
teria 
In Hie secoud case a bottle of 
the pure culture of the pro|>er kind of 
bacteria Is of spited shortly before the 
seed I* to be planted aud mixed with 
the proper quantity of water and this 
applied to the seed In such a way that 
all of ll will be moist emit, though not 
soaked 
Dry lug of the seed may be 
hastened by adding sufficient dry, sift­ 
ed earth 
Attempts to Inoculate soil 
by either of the above methods may 
not ta* successful lf climatic or other 
conditions ate not suited to the growth 
of the crop iii a given locality.

e 'et. the department of agriculture Is
